7th Sunday of Easter : Jesus prayed for his 
disciples, that others might believe in him 
through their words. How are you 
spreading your belief in Jesus through 
your words and actions? Do others know 
who Jesus is by knowing you? 

Question for Children: Ascension : Jesus 
blessed the disciples and said He would 
be with them in a special way. Name a 
time when Jesus was with you in a special 
way. 

7th Sunday of Easter : Jesus tells us He is 
always with us. Name a time this past 
week when you knew that God was with 
you in a special way.

Sparks From Fr. Mark 

Last week in the sparks column, I shared 
about reviewing the way we do faith 
formation as a parish community by using 
more of a intergenerational or whole 
community catechesis model rather than a 
classroom model, which we are using now. 
Again, the whole community catechesis 
model is also the model that Bishop Cupich 
has asked us to move in that direction. 


This type of model would include year round 
catechesis, rather simply a school year model 
ranging from September to May. We would 
focus on five thematic themes in increments 
of 6-week blocks, then take several weeks off, 
and then begin again. These themes would 
cover such things as Prayer, Mass, Scripture, 
Morality, Trinity, Simplicity, Stewardship, 
Peace and Justice, Life Issues, 
Evangelizaraion, just to name a few. 

We would also incorporate the renew themes 
in the fall and spring. Our parish as well as 
most of the parishes through out the diocese 
had a great experience with our first season of 
renew and the faith sharing that went out this 
past year. 

Here is just a side note, if you were not part of 
a renew of a Renew group this past year and 
would like to be a part of this one coming in 
October please e-mail Tom Reeves or Teresa 
in the parish office. The renew themes for 
these coming years are: Reaching out through 
Evangelization and Reconciliation.

Sunday May 13 

Faithful citizenship involves proper 
understanding of the meaning of human 
suffering. Declaring the power of salvific 
suffering, the Apostle Paul says: “In my flesh 
I complete what is lacking in Christ’s 
afflictions for the sake of his body, that is, the 
Church.” These words seem to be found at the 
end of the long road that winds through the 
suffering that forms part of the history of man, 
and which is illuminated by the Word of God. 
These words have the value of a final 
discovery accompanied by joy. For this 
reason. Saint Paul writes: “Now I rejoice in 
my sufferings for your sake.” The joy comes 
from the discovery of the meaning of 
suffering, .to understand the salvific meaning 
of suffering.
